MANY LIVES REPORTED LOST ON THE 
SOUTH CAROLINA COAST. 


/ 
Meager Reports From ths Southeast— 
Florida Points Not Yet Fully Ac- 
counted For—Baltimore, Washington, 
New York and Boston «8 
—A Heavy End of the Storm Swinging 
Over the Eastern Lake Cities—Twen- 
ty-Four Hours of Rain and Blow. 


The storm which has visited the East and 
prostrated telegraph wires was a West In- 
dian cyclone of perhaps 200 miles in diam- 
eter. Moving up the Atlantic Coast very 
slowly from Titusville, Fla. where it made 
its appearance at 8 a.m. on Oct. 12, it did 
not reach Charleston, S. C., until8 a. m. of 
Oct. 13. Accumulating velocity, it swept up 
to Washington, D. C., by 8p. m. of the same 
day, and one hour later it bad prostrated 
the last wire at New York. At8o’clock yes- 
terday morning it was central over Quebec, 
naving swept up the Hudson River, over 
Lake Champlain and on up the St. Lawrence 
Valley. It has since moved out into the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, and skirting the south coast 
of Newfoundland will lose itself in the warm 
air hanging over the Gulf Stream. 

The wind has been high to the west and 
southwest of the storm sweptcoast. High 
gales prevail over the lower lakes, the wind 
at Buffalo registering forty-four miles 
per hour at 8 o’clock last night. 
The thermometer registered 46 deg. Fah- 
renheit at that place and the same 
at Cleveland, where the velocity of the wind 
was also forty-four miles an hour. At Chi- 
cago the wind was forty-four miles an hour 
and across the lake at Grand Haven its rate 
was fifty-two miles per hour. St. Louls had 
only ayachting breeze of twenty-five miles an 
hour yesterday with a thermometer of 48 deg. 
to59deg. While St. Louis had rainfall to the 
amount of .02 of an inch the coast had from 1 
to3inches. Philadelphia is reported as hav- 
ing suffered severely from the storm. 

These ocean cyclones differ from the tor- 
nadoes of the land in a marked degree. 
‘The latter have diameters varying from 
one-balf a mile to a few hundred 
feet. The ocean storm ranges from 
50 or 100 miles to 700 miles in diameter and is 
destructive only along its per iphery while in

in contrary direction to the hands of a watch 
in the Northern Hemtsphere and in the same 
directions with the hands of a watch in the 
Eouthern Uemisphere. The land storm, 
while it does much damage while it lasts, 
foes not usually traverse a great territory or 
last long. The cyclone spreads for several 
hundred miles and frequently attains a 
velocity of 100 miles an hour, leveling almost 
everything in its path. They are most prev- 
@lent in the autumn, while the tornado 
@ccurs more frequently in the spring an d 
summer, though they are exceptions to the 
rule. They are certain to succeed a low 
Sarometer and equally certain to shun a high 
poe.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The West Indian 
clone, central Friday evening over North - 
Irn Virginia, has advanced north of the St.

SWEPT THE LAKES. 


A Long List of Vessels Wrecked on Lake 
Michigan. 


CRHicado, Oct. 14.—The entire chain of 
lakes was swept to-day and to-night bya 
northwest, gale whose geverity has not been 
excejlea during the season of navi- 
gation for the past ten years.

NO WORD FROM LAKE VESSELS. 

MANISTEE, Mich., Oct. 14.—The storm which 
has been raging since yesterday is the most 
severe that has ever visited Manistee for 
many years. A large number of trees are 
uprooted and fences blown aown. Most of 
the mills had to shut down to-day owing to 
the violence of the storm—a thing which was 
never done before. 

Several steam and small sail vessels left 
here yesterday afternoon and much anxiety 
is felt concerningthem. No word has reached 


here that they have sought shelter from the 
fury of the storm. The discontinuance of the 


weather signal station at this point is con- 


demned. 

A large three-masted vessel has been driv- 
en ashore twenty miles north of 
here. The crew took to the rig- 
ging, and, as the vessel is pound 
ing heavily and a tremendous ap 
blowing they are in great danger. The life 
saving crew with its boat has goneup bya 
special train. 


SIX VESSELS ASHORE. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 14.—Six vessels ashore 
in the vicinity of Cheboygan, Mich., tell 
the fury of the gale on Upper Lake 
Huron. They are the barges Knight 


Templar and Sweepstakes, of Algona, Mich., 
and the steamer C. F. Curtis and her tow the 
Isabel Reid, T.S. Fassett and Nelson Holiand, 
allof Buffalo. The six boats, which are in 
bad shape, are valued at about $125,009. 


LAST NIGHT AT CLEVELAND. 
CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 14.—The storm, which 
began at (o' clock yesterday afternoon, con- 
tinues with unabated violence at 11 o’clock 
to-night. The rainfall last night was 2.38 
inches. It has rained all day and water is 
coming down in sheets now. There is no 
abatement to the gale, either. No damage 
has yet been reported in this vicinity, but 
telegraphic communication has been badly 
interrupted all day.

WILMINGTON WASHED. 


Water Invades the North Carolina City, 
Doing Much Damage. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., Oct. 14.—The oldest m- 
habRant was forced to admit that the terrific 
wind and wave that swept through the city 
surpassed any storm ino his day or genera- 
tion. Wednesday wasstormy. There were 
fitful showers and violent gusts of wind that 
foretokened the furious gale that followed 
with theearly morning, and that increased 
as Thursday wore on until the climax of the 
big blow was reached near midday. The 
wind started in from the southeast and held 
in this quarter until about 2 p. m., when it 
gradually veered around totne southwest, 
and the rest of the gale was from this 
direction, the wind blowing with diminish- 
ing force after nightfall until about 10 
o’clock, when it subsided to almost a perfect 


into history. 

But the tide—it was the highest known 
even inthe memory of the most antiquated 
resident, being sixteen inches above the 
water mark registered and recorded in 1853, 
which had surpasse 1 all previous known 
records, it is believed. since the deluge. 

The scene was almost terrible in its 
grandeur. The waves Mhed with 
tremendous force against the ware- 
houses and side of vessels, throwing 
clouds of spray high into the uir. The tide 
came in with mighty force and swiftness, 
covering the low lands opposite the city and 
stretching In an unbroken sea across the rice 
fielas as far as eye reach. The troubled 
stream as it pt by the city bore on its 
broad bosom ab immense quantity of wreck- 
age, broken ways, trunks of trees, drift- 
ing boats and thogsands of sticks of timber,

The city wharves at the foot of Water 
street were washed up andthe wharf on the 
north side of the dock was landed bodily on 
Water street. The tide swept over Water 
street at many places and the 


‘flood was deep enough from Chestnut and 


Mulberry streets to row a boat and swim. At 


| the Cape Yadkin wharf the flood covered ev- 


erything and some damage resulted to goods 
belonging to merchants and awaiting re- 
moval. 

The Wilmington Compress Warehouse was’ 
also flooded, wegter standing from six to 
eight inches on the floor. There were a t 
3,000 baies of cotton in the warehouse, all of 
which is damaged to some extent by water. 

At the Champion compress the damage’ 
was comparatively slight, only a few bales 
of cotton being in the water. Telephone, 
telegraph and electric wires were all in a 
tangle, and the superintendents of each of 
the lines were out with a force of men trying 
to straighten out matters and get things in 
working order. 

At Southport the storm was much more 
serious than here. The Custom-house build- 
ing and nearly all the wharves were washed 
away. Many residences, warehouses and 
other buildings were badly damaged. 

The brick foundation of the Oak Island 
House was undermined and it sank some dis- 


tance. Many cottages were swept away or 
more or less damaged. Theloss there will 
probably reach $10,000. 

No serious disasters to shipping yet re- 
rted, but it is feared some sad stories will 
received to-morrow. The only loss of life 

yet known here was reported from Sampson 
where a chimney fell and killed two children 
named Lane. 


WILD OCEAN’S WASTE. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Oct, 14.—Tidings of 
the storm along the east coast of Florida are 
just beginning to come in. All along Indian 
and Hillsboro rive the wind reached a 
velocity of sixty miles an hour. 

Towns along the banks are flooded, 
wharves swept away and houses unroofed, 
and from 10 to 15 per cent of the oranges are 
blown from the trees. 

Between New Smyrnaand the ocean there 
isa marsh, through which Hillsboro River 
winds its tortuous length. Between this 
marsh valley and the ocean is a barrier of 
sand hills. The ocean swept over the hill 
and marshes andthe waters invaded the 
towns. Three small houses were washed 
away, and Frank Sam’s Sportsman Hotel 
was unroofed. 

The wind blewthe water in Indian River 
southward, backing it upatthe south end, 
leaving almost dry ground at the north end, 
Steamboats went along with high water. 
No tidings from the south end of the river 
have been received. Itis thought that the 
water there was unusually high. 

So far no loss of life has been reported. 
Wires are down and this report was received 
from belated passengers coming into Jack- 
son ville, 


FLOODED ST. AUGUSTINE. 

Sr. AUGUSTINE, Fla., Oct. 14 — The velocity 
of the wind was such that it drove the tide 
to the height of one foot abovethe sea wall 
and flooded the city comptetely one to three 
feet deep. Considerable damage was

away, the track, etc,, damaged. 

Reports along the East Coast, from Flag- 
ler’s Ratlway south to Eaugallie state that 
the cycione did much damage A train leav- 
ing Smyrna yesterday morning only reached 
here to-night. There was little damage on 
Anastatia Island, owing the gale jetties do- 
ing good service against the ocean’s attacks. 
There was considerable damage at Summer 
Haven near Matanzas. The masted schooners 
off the outer bar Wednesday night have not 
been further heard from. Coast buoys drifted 
ashore here. Nolossof life is reported, al. 
though the ocean took possession of the 
whole Florida East Coast. 


A HURRICANE AT WASHINGTON, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 14.—The hurri- 
cane which passed over this city last 
night did great damage. Telegraphic 
communication to points outside of Washing: 
ton was rendered impossible fora long time 
on account of the violent wind and ruin, and 
a few small buildings were blown down. 

Associate Justice Henry R. Brown of tl 
United States Supreme Court was severel 
cut on Ris right temple last evening while 
attempting to close one of the heavy plate- 
glass windows in his new home on the north 
west corner of Sixteenth streetand Riggs 
place. A heavy piece of glass cut an ugly 
gash an inch and a balf long, severing the 
artery. But for timely medical attention the 
wound would have proved fatal, 

It rained steadily all day yesterday and to- 
wards night the wind began to blow nara. It 
increased in velocity and the rain increased 
in volume until it was next to impossible for 
pedestrians to face it. Lights were torn 
down, signs were blown down and in some in- 
stances bouses unroofed. About 2 o’clock 
the rain ceased, but the wind continued to 
blow witn increasing force andit was hot 
and sultry. Telegraph wires were wrecked 
in every direction until it seemed that tho 
country atlarge would have to do without 
information regarding the doings of the ex- 
traordinary session of Congress.\ After per- 
sistent effort the Western Union got a wire 
by way of Memphis, over which it was en- 
abled to send press reports. At daylight this 
morning the storm abated and before 8 
o’clock the sky was clear. The Western 
Union has a large force of linemen at work, 
and hope to restore communication rapidiy, 


SURSIDED IN NEW YORK, 

New York, Oct. 14.—The great storm of 
yesterday and last night has subsided in this 
vicinity this evening but is raging furiously 
in the western and northern portions of the 
State. In this vicinity and along the 


coast south of here a great deal of minor 
damage was done and some small vessels 
wrecked, but so faras heard no lives were 
lost. 

Advices from Buffalo to-night state that 
the wind is blowing there at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour. Considerable damage has 
been done and several yachts are ashore, As 
ave been lost, 

At Long Branch and Asbury Park the wind 
reached a velocity of seventy miles an hour, 
No wrecks were reported. e damage at 
Jersey City was considerable, chiefly due to 
flooded cellars. Belvidere, N. J., reports 
great damage to property, no fatalities but 
many narrow escapes. 


IN NEW ENGLAND.

Wheatstone System Being Used. 

The SUNDAY Post-DISPATOCH was cui off 
from the East last t and was un- 
able until nearly m to secure news 
from Washington, New Fork or any point 
on the Atlantic Coast. N New York leased 
wire was silent, the Associations un 
able to furnish news aud special service 
suspended. Extraordinary effort was made 
and at large expense COmmunication was 
restored and news of the Bast secured. 

It was not until tate that St. 
Louls secured but one Wire connected with 
Newark, and over thef@ had to go not only 
her o business, 293 ordinarily sutf- 
ficient to keep several bot.“ but also 
the messages of Cincinnati. Then all the 
telegraph business of New Orleans, Galves- 
ton and the Mexican ¢able, which usually 
goes by way of e coast, had 
to ass through, t. Louls and 
he relayed here. Ci mati sent word to 
the St. Louts office of Western Union last 
night that she had not asingle wire to New 
York, and Mr. 1 bey answer to 
send the messages he he would try to 
get them through. 

At ö o' clock last evening Ohicago was 3,000 
meesages behind on New York business, st. 
Louls 450 and Cincinnati her entire 
day’s business. Such Washington news 
as St. Louis received had to come 
by way of New York. At s o’clock last even- 
ing New York had two wires up to Washinz- 
cect two to Baltimore and four to Philadel- 
phia. 

Memphis reported at 8 @’clock last night 
that she had a wire th to Washington, 
thus no longer necessitating transmission of 
her messages through St. ts. 

The result of this tie-up was a great ac- 
cumulation of telegraphi€ matter to be 
transmitted to Eastern poigts, and a practi- 
cal stoppage of nearly all business. While 
the part of the lines that was out of order did 
not extend over any large amount of 
territory, it was a section 
with which telegraphic. communication 
is very important, and the g@isastrous conse- 
quences have been correspondingh great.

the Present that the Whedtstone system is of 
pecullar value. A call was made by a repre- 
sentative of the Post-DISPATCH at the 
office of the Western Union Telegraph 
Cov last night, and the W heat- 
stone system was seen in full opera- 
tion. Many of the regular telegraphic 
keys were vacant, there being nothing for 
the operators to do. But in the nbighbor- 
hood of the Wheatstone instruments the 
men were as busy as bees. Aid had been 
asked by Chicago, where there was a great 
accumulation of messages, and a large 
— of this business was being handled 

ere. 

The value ofthe Wheatstone system is to 
be found in the fact that by it a much larger 
number of messages can be handled 
over a single wire than when the 
Morse system is employed. Were there 
always plenty of wires there would be no 
need forthis system. But where there are 
many operators, many messages and few 
wires, its value becomes manifest. By it 
messages can be sent about five times as 
rapidly as by the ordinary system. 

The manner in which the messages are 
sent is as follows: At a long table a number 
of operators are seated, each in front of a 
small machine called a perforating machine. 
This is provided with keys looking not unlike 
the stops ofan organ set vertically; un er 
these keys, a strip of telegraphic paper runs. 
Ry striking the proper keys the paper is per- 
forated withthe familiar dots and dashes 
ofthe Morse alphabet. To prepare these 
strips requires a little more time than tosend 
the same message by the key system. 

When the messages are prepared they are 
sent to what is called the transmitter. This

holes are plerced. Through 

each of these holes an upright pin projects. 

The top of the apparatus looks notuniikea 

number of patent cribbage boards joined to- 

gether. The perforated slips are fed by a 

Wheel into this machine. By an ingentous 

mechanism the dots and dashes are repro- 

duced inasmall form on a narrow strip of 
blue paper. 

This slip of paperis then passed to an ap- 
aratus provided with a double key. one pos- 
tive and one negative. This is known 
as a polar receiver. This machine 
sends and recelves messages automatically, 
the blue slip being exactly reproduced at the 
opposite end ofthe line. The speed is far 
greater than that obtained by the most rapid 
operators, in fact, ittakesfive men to pre- 
pare the slipsfora single machine, Thirty 
words a minute is the speed of a good 
operator, the Wheatstone can send 125 words 
over an iron wire and 325 over a copper wire 
used on a short circult, such as that between 
St. Louis and Kansas City. Last night 
1,650 Messages. were sent, when with 
only the Morse system but 350 could have 
been transmitted. In cases where few wires 
are available, the Wheatstone system is of 
1 benefit to tke public. 

t often takes some timeto locate a break 
in a wire, but the system is a simple and an 
effective one. Suprose for instance there is 
trouble with the wire between St. Louis and 
Pittsburg. To locate the break a message 1s 
sent to some station west of Pittsbure. If 
there is trouble there the break 
is still further west, experiments 
are kept up until some station is found with 
which the communication is uninterru pted. 
It is then known that the wires are not in 
good order between that point and the sta- 
tion west of it. The telezraphic system is 
divided into districts. Word is sent tothe 
superintendent of the district in which the 
break is, or if by reason of the failure of the 
wires to act he is not accessihle,to the super- 
intendent of the nearest district that can 

reached. Linemen are then 
sent out, either in vehicles 
to the wires on a s itrain. They carry 
with them instruments which, connected 
with the wires, enable the operators to learn 
just where the trouble lies and then it is 
thoroughly remedied.

TIRED OF LIFE SOON. 


A 15-Year-Old Girl Attempts to Commit 
Suicide. 

peculiar attempt at suicide occurred yes- 

day forenoon at the residence of Col. 


Nicholas M. Bell, the Excise Commissioner. 


For some time Mr. Bell and his father-in-law, 
Mr. Christian Peper, have had in their em- 
ploy attheir joint residence, 4445 San Fran- 
cisco avenue, a young girl about 15 years of age 
named Alice Caine. Yesterday afternoon it 
was discovered that the girl was very sick, 
and upon being questioned she admitted that 
she had taken poison with suicidal intent, 
and stated that she wanted to die. Dr. 
Brandt of 4275 Natural Bridge road was 
called, and to him the girl, while ad- 
mitting that she had taken poison, 
refused to say what kind or 
what was the cause. The doctor 
gave heremetics and worked with her for 
some time, she all the time refusing to tell 
what she had taken, and simply stating she 
was tired of life ana wanted to die. She, 
however, became worse and finaliy admitted 
that she had takena tablespoonful of paris 
green anda like amount of plaster of paris. 
After several hours’ work it was evi 
dent that the girl would recover and 
the doctor consented to her removal from the 
Bell residence. Officers Hugan and Lee were 
called and an ambulance summoned, The 
girl refused to gotothe City Hospital, and 
was removed to the house of Mrs. Kneff, 3051 
Vine Grove avenue, her sister, a few years 
older than herself, being a domestic in the 


employ of Mrs. Kneff. 


THE CAUSE. 
During her ride from the house, 4445 
San Francisco avenue, to 8051 Vine Grove 


avenue, the girl stated that she had taken 


the poison because she had losta ring which 
she was buying on the time- payment plan. 
The attempt at suicide on account ofthe

RELIGIOUS NOTES. 


The Evangelical Alliance in Chicago— 
Laber and Religion. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 14 —At the international 
meeting of the Evangelical Alliance to-day 
the Rev. C. A. Dickinson of Berkley Temple, 
Boston, spoke on the institutional church. 


He sald: 

The phrase, institutional church.’’ was first ap- 
plied to Berkley Temple. Boston. It has not yet a 
very exact meaning. If l were to define it, I should 
say that as the body of Christian faith it aims to 
represent Christin the sense of representing him 
physicaily. morally and spiritually to the people 
who live in the present age. It works to save all of 
the man and all men by all means. it employs secu- 
lar means to reach a spiritual end. It works through 
a well-appoiated building. Its powsare free, its 
doors ate open all day and every day. It aims to be- 
come the center and source of all beneficent minis- 
tration. It secularizes religion by making religion 
an every-day affair—a spirit which affects the whole 
man every day in the week rather than a spirit 
which affects a part of the man but one day in the 
week. 

Prof. Richard T. Ely of the University of 
Wisconsin read a papef on The Church and 
the Labor Movement’’in which he was most 
emphatic, insisting upon the Church as the 
final solution of the labor problem. He said: 


The one solid foundation of the labor movement is 
religion. All other foundations are but. shifting 
sand. What do we want in the labor movement 
but life, more life, aye, even fuliness of life? What 4 
are the abuses ef which we complain but depriva- 
tion of life, restriciion of life, the cutting down and 
narrowing of the sphere of life? If the labor move- 
ment in its purpose is finally successful it must in- 
volve the conception in theory and practice of a 
lofty ethical system. Whatever may be the cause 
and however much we may i respect regret 
it, the truth is that the inequalities among men in 
character and capacity are simply marvelous. The 
ordinary wage earner feels and shows that he feels 
the need of superior leadership. 

One of the most powerful addresses deliv- 
ered before the Alliance Congress was that of 
President George A. Gates of Grinnell Uni- 
versity. He said:

RECEIVERS AT WORK. 
Northern Pacific Litigation—The Ken- 
tucky and Indiana Bridge. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 16.—An order has 
been issued by Judge Jenkins granting the 
application of the Northern Pacific receivers 
for authority to ratify the lease made Dec. 
14, 1892, by the Northern Pacific Terminal 
Co. of Oregon to the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road Co., the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion Co. and the Oregon and California Rail- 
road Co. Thereceiversare also authorized 
to ratify the agreement entered into June 3, 
1890, between the terminal company, the 
Northern Pacific, the Oregon Short Line, 
the Utah Northern and the Southern 
Pacific, This enables the work of 
completing the extensive terminals at 
Portland to proceed. S0 far the sum of 
$332,500has been spent upon the terminals. 
The lease is for a period of fifty years andthe 
rental is a sum sufficientto pay the interest 
and sinking fund charges, taxes and asséss- 
ments.

JACKSON, Mich., Oct. 14.—There are no 
known additions to the Ust of dead from yes- 
terday’s wreck on the Michigan Central, but 
early this morning a number of boys and 
men while digging in the refuse on the north 
banks of the yards near where the wreck oc- 
curred found half of a skull, a human tongue 
and a set of false teeth. Ihe skull is that of 
a man with raven black hair. James McCoy 
of Elmira, N. Y., claims to have had a 
brother Michael on the train who was not 
listed either in the dead or injured, to whom 
he believes the missing members found in 
the north bank may have belonged, 

He sald: ‘‘Ihave searched the town over 
and have not obtained the slightest clew to 
him. He was there on the train, right in the 
rear of the second car. I invited him out on 
the platform for a smoke, but he did not 
come. Soon after I heard a great crash and 
saw the people running and shrieking. When 
I got through I saw that the car where we 
sat was splintered and they began taking 
the dead people out, but Mike was 
not among them. I waited till 
some One wanted to set fire tothe stuff. Some 
man who they told me was the Mayor or the 
Sheriff, said he would shoot the man who 
tried to light the fire.’’ 

Prosecuting Attorney Kirby said that the 
wreckage jn the big accident fourteen years 
ago was fired and that women were burned 
up that were never heard from, and that it 
was claimed living people wére burned up in 
the wreckage. 5 

Many whose injuries were at rst reported 
fatal have an even chance of lite. 
Miss blanche Beardslee of Can- 
ton, Pa., and Miss Johanna Healy. 


Morris Kun, Pa., are being cared for at the 
Hibbard House, but their deaths are ex- 
pected before to-morrow. Johanna Healy 
sustained a deep cut Over the left eye, a 
fracture of the humerus and compound 
fracture of both ankles. The flesh was liter- 
ally torn away from the lower portion of 
Miss Beardslee’s body, in addition to which 
she suffered internal injuries anda deep cut 
over the left eye. Seven of the thirteen 
bodies were conveyed east at anearly hour 
this morning and the remaining corpses are 
ready for shipment on east-bound No, 6, 
which left here at 9:35 this evening. 
A storm broke out at midnightand the 
wreckage was freighted away. The storm 
drenched the grim array of long pine boxes 
atthe east end of the depotand from the 
wreckage crimson rivulets dyedtle waters 
between the tracks. 
It isknown that the claimagents of this 
road have offered $51,000 cashtothe legal 
representatives of three of the people killed 
and in each tastance their offer has been re- 
fused. One of the head menin the claim 
department said this morning that $500,000 
would be an easy figure to provide for the 
settiement of all claims.

big American income living abroad and 
buying social recognition from for- 
eign lordlings—a type of man most 
offensive to the patriotic and democratic 
instincts of the American people—is 
named by you for the Italian Ambassador- 
ship in return for a campaign fund con- 
tribution of $50,000. 

There is no visible ground foran allega- 
tion or pretense that there wasany other 
consideration, and Whitney’s statements 
and explanations, Mr. President, simply 
raise in every mind the painful question, 
„How does he thus constrain you to self 
and mart your offices for gold to unde- 
servers?’’ A malignant and cunning enemy 
could not have devised a more effective in- 
cident to destroy public faith in you as a 
President who would sternly protect our 
Government from the assaults of pluto- 
cratic corruption. 

A formidable and angry revolt of West- 
ern and Southern Democrats against your 
aggressive fight for the single gold stand- 
ard, regardless of its increasing purchase 
power,threatens your Administration with 
discomfiture and your party with division 
and defeat. But the Van Alen nomination, 
if persisted in, will do more than the

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THE PHILOSOPHY OF THE BOSS. 

The nomination of a notorious politician 
for the highest judicial office in the State 
of New York has brought out many plain- 
tive protests against boss rule and machine 
politics. The bosses of both parties run 
things to suit themselves and conventions 
are called only to register the decrees of 
the uncrowned kings who hold absolute 
sway over the Empire State. Decent citi- 
zens are ignored. Honesty in politics is 
looked upon as a dreamer’s joke and the 
whole State is handed overtoa gang who 
are in politics for what there isinit’’ in 
the way of money or preferment. 

But who is the boss and how is he main- 
tained? In every city in America this in- 
dividual thrives andin many States his 
power is well nigh absolute. He is always 
a popular man with the boys“ and does 
the right thing by them when they secure 
seats in municipal assemblies and State 
legislatures. His influenceis subtle, but 
unquestionable, and although he seldom 
holds office himself, officials obey him 
with a promptness and regularity little 
short of automatic. He is the great power 
in American politics with whom all candi- 
dates must reckon. But how he lives or 
how he perpetuates his influence and keeps 
control of his followers is a question 
seldom asked and answered. 

He keeps control over his followers be- 
cause he rewards them for faithful service. 
He always has plenty of money on hand, 
and when political promotion is not 
wanted the legislator is paid in cold cash 
for voting right on questions in which the 
boss is interested. And here we reach the 
source of his being. The boss is powerful 
because he has money or knows where to 
get it. He is only a conduit through which 
flows the stream of corruption. Back of 
him are the real corrupters, the syndicates 
and money groups composed of men who 
‘‘want legislation,“ but who are too moral, 
respectable and high minded to mix in the 
hurly burly and soil themselves by con- 
tact with the realities of public life. 

It is incredible that nominations like 
that of Maynard are made simply to gratify 
the whim of the boss. He has no whims. 
Men like Maynard are wanted on the 
bench because the money syndicates know 
that they are not unfriendly, and that 
when litigation arises between the 
people and the corporations and grab- 
bers of natural monopolies, like rail- 
way franchises, their friends in judi- 
cial office will not fail them. The cam- 
paign funds come from members of these 
syndicates, who buy legislation and judi- 
cial decisions in this indirect, subtle, but 
pernicious way. The boss is only their 
humble servant. He handles their money. 
He does their bidding. And when he 
ceases to be of use to them his power van- 
ishes away. This is the philosophy of the 
boss. 
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ALTHOUGH the United States have per- 
sistently discouraged ship building and 
almost succeeded in driving the stars and 
stripes from the sea, they cannot subdue 
the inventive spirit of the American 
people. The yacht race shows that we 
still know how to build boats notwith- 
standing our want of practice. The Yan- 
kee idea is acknowledged by the British to 
be the best so far as yacht construction is 
concerned and itis safe to infer that the 
skill displayed in building such craft 
would, if turned to the commercial or mili- 
tary marine yield equally good results. 
We have no navy and no merchant ships, 
but we can get war ships when needed, 
and the building of merchantmen able to 
compete as navigators with the greatest of 
our rivals will be undertaken as soon as 
the restrictions are removed.

The Union Pacific Receiver and the Fed- 
erated Trades. 


OmAHA, Neb., Oct. 14.—S. H. H. Clark, re- 
ceiver ofthe Union Pacific, was at his office 
early this morning and went into executive 
session at once with Receiver Mink, General 
Manager Dickinson and General Solicitor 
Thurston, when the conduct of the system 
was discussed and the future policy of the 
recelvers mapped.

AT ARDMORE AND BEVIER. 


Internal Dissensions Among Miners Be- 


coming §erious. 


MACON; Mo., Oct. 14.—The situation atthe 
Ardmorecoal mines in Macon County is be- 
coming somewhat serious. The Bevier and 
Huntsville coal miners, who have deen out 
for fourteen days, demanding an increase 
from 50 to 60 cents, the usual rate per ton for 


mining coal, have by committees made re- 
peated requests of the Ardmore miners to 
join them in the strike. The Ardmore miners 
have every time declined to quit work. Ihe 
Ardmore miners went out last summe with 
the Kansas strikers, but they only remained 
out about ten days, because the Bevier 
miners would not join them. 

For some time past the 
Ardmore miners have not been receiving 
regular employment at the 50-cent rate and 
are thereiore not in a position financially for 
a strike at this time, and besides they are re- 
taliating against the Bevier miners in Macon 
County for not joining them last summer in 
sympathy with the Kansas miners. 

Sherif? White has hada deputy stationed at 
Ardmore for the past week, evidently ex- 
poet, violence of some kind to take place 
there. Many of the miners at Ardmore do not 
indorse this. They say they are not willing 
to work under a guard, and some of them 
will not work any more until the Deputy 
Sheriff is removed from the scene.

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DICTATOR BARRIOS. 
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Following in the Footsteps of His 
Relative in Guatemala. 


HIS PLAN BELIEVED TO BE CONSOLIDA- 
TIVE OF FIVE SEPUBLICS. 


This Eas Been the Dream of Many Am- 
bitious Presidents in Central Amer- 
ica—How Parrio s, the First, Lost His 
Life in Such an Effort. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 14.—Secretary of 
State Gresham has received a dispatch from 
the American Consul at the capital of Guate- 
mala stating that Gen. Jose Reina Barrios, 
President of that Republic, has proclaimed 
himgelf Dictator. The proclamation was 
issued on the 12th inst., and immediately 
followed by an order for the extra session of 
Congress then sitting to adjourn. A pro- 
vision in the proclamation calls fcr a new 
Congressional election. 

It is thought that this move onthe part of 
President Barrios means more than a dicta- 
torship of Guatemala, and may be the 
first step toward coercing the Repub- 
lics of Honduras, Salvador, Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua into accepting terms pro- 
posed by Barrios for a federal union, with 
himseifat its head. Barrios was chosen 
President of Guatemala on March 25, 1892, 
succeeding Gen. Manuel Lisandro Barillas. 
He is a relative of the famous Guatemalan 
Dictator, Gen. Barrios, who lost his life in 
an attempt to extend his authority over the 
whole of Central America. 

The consolidation of the Republic of Cen- 
tral America has been the dream of many 
ambitious leaders in Spanish America since 
the dissolution of the first confederacy in 
1833: 

Guatemala has for more than fifty years 
been a country of insurrections. After the 
confederation of the five Central American 
States was dissolved Gen. Carrora over- 
threw the Government of Guatemala ana 
kept himself in control for a period of 
twenty-five years. He was succeeded by 
Gen. Cerna, whose administration was dis- 
turbed by constant revolutions, At length, 
in 1871, Cerna was overthrown by Granados 
and Barrios, The former was made Pres - 
dent and two years later Barrios put down 
Granados and made himself practically the 
dictator of Guatemala. Elected President 
for six years in 1873, he procured his re-elec- 
tion for six years more in 1879. But his am- 
bition was to become President of Central 
America. He made war against Salvador and 
secured the election of Zaldivar, one of his 
friends, as President of that republic. He 
acquired Uke influence in Honduras. At 
length in 1883 be proclaimed the union of 
Central America. onduras assented tothe 
scheme, but Salvador, Nicaragua end Costa 
Rica rejected it. Barrios promptly invaded 
Salvador, beingincensed at what he consid- 
ered the treachery of Zaldivar. It was dur- 
ing this invasion that he was Killed.

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PENITENTIARY GATES 


Ajar to Receive Ohio’s Chief Inspector 
of Shops and Factories, 


CoLumBus, O., Oct. 14.—The late Hon. W. 
Z. McDonald, formerly Chief Inspector of 
Shops and Faetories of the State, whose rob- 
bery ofthe Treasury has recently been ex- 
posed was hit hard by the Grand-jury, 
whose report has been submitted to the 
Common Pleas Oourt. The case has 
been under investigation for the past two 
weeks, and many witnesses, including the 
District Inspectors and Gov. McKinley, were 
examined, The jury returned 123 indict- 
ments against McDonald. All except one of 
these charge him with presenting false 


vouchers to the Auditor of State. One 
charges him with procuring money under 
false pretenses. 

About one-half of the indictments, covering 
separately each voucher on which he drew 
an excess of money on account of the several 
District Inspectors, charge penitentiary of- 
fenses, the amount being over $35. On these 
the bail bond is fixed at $200, and on the in- 
dictments amounting only to misdemeanors 
the bond is $100. This makes the total bond 
about $15,000. 

When the announcement was made Mé- 
Donald appeared atthe Sheriff’s office with 
his attorney, ex-Prosecuting Attorney Hul- 
ing, and remained in the custody of the offi- 
cer until bondsmen were procured. Mayor 
George J. Karb, Mr. Ollie Evansand Mr. J. 
Gibson appeared and signed the bonds. 
Other bondsmen, including several well- 
known business men, promised to goon the 
bonds, and they will save McDonald from 
prison for the present. All the bondsmep are 
prominent citizens and large property-hoid- 
ers of the city. 

The bondsmen were required to sigh sepa- 
rately for each of the 123 indictments, and 
the tedious procedure required several 
hours. It was after dark when all the bonds 
had been signed, and the defendant was 
allowed to leave the Sheriff’s office. During 
allthe trying ordeal McDonald kept cool, 
and smilingly greeted all acquaintances who 
happened to drop intothe Court-house. His

THE WIFE-MURDERER ACQUITTED in 
THE CRIMINAL COURT.

Testimony closed Last Night and Argu- 
ments Made in the Case Ther Do- 
clared He Was Tusane When Be 
Committed the Orime and Was Still 
Insane—A Quick Decision. | 


Yesterday, the fourth day ot the trial of 
John Daily in the Criminal Court for murder 
in the first degree for killing his wife Eliza- 
beth on May 11 last, the court opened at 9 
a. m., an hour earlier than usual, and closed 
with a night session, which fan quite late. 

Dr. Le Grand Atwood, former Superintend- 
ent of the Insane Asylum, was the frst wit- 
ness examined, Dr. Atwood has for several 
years known the defendynt, John Dally, or 
Salvation Army Daily,’’ as he ts called. 
Dr. Atwood stated that he performed an op- 
eration on Daily about two weeks before 
Daily killed his wife. The operation consist- 
ed of the removing of a tumor from Dalily’s 
back. Dally stood the operation witnout 
taking aneesthetics of any kind upon Dr, At- 
wood telling bim that it was not necessary to 
take chloroform, but to have faith in God 
and that God would stistain Mm 

R. Graham Frost, one of Dally's lawyers, 
then read to Dr. Atwood a hypothetical 
question. He embodied all the eccentric von- 
duct of Daily as elicited in the testimony and 
asked the doctor if he thouglit that a man 
who had acted in this manner and capped 
the climax by destroying his wife with an ax 
could be sane. 

Dr. Atwood stated that in his opinion such 
a person was suffering of homicidal mania, 
caused by drink. Dr. Atwoodwas then asked 
to give his reasons for his conclusion, and 
delivered a scientific lecture to the jury in 
explaining his opinion. 

DR. BAUDUY THINKS HIM INSANE. 

Dr. J. K. Banduy, the mental specialist, 
was the next witness, and the same hypo- 
thetical question was read to him by Attor- 
ney S. P. Spencey. Dr. Bauduy’s reply 
was that the bypothetical individual 
in his opinion was undoubtedly insane. 
Asked to give his reasons he explained them 
in a lengthy and elaborate address, 
in which he took up several 
of the points in the hypothetical 
question and expatiated on them. 
The fact that Dally, all facts being consid- 
ered, had changed from a Catholic to a 


‘Pretestant, the doctor regarded as a 


strong evidence of insanity because 
persons inthe condition of the hypothetical 
individual in becoming insane were extreme- 
ly apt to change from thelr nor- 
mul s.ate to the opposite condftion. 
The fact ofa man stopping drinking liquor. 
however, the doctor stated, was not always 
a sign of insanity. After Dr. Bauduy had 
finished his testimony the court took a re- 
cess until 8 o’clock last night, when the ar- 
guments were begun. 

Daily’s attorneys Kere willing to submit 
the case without argument, so confident did 
they feel of obtaininga verdict in favor of 
their client on the Insanity plea. Judge Ed 
munds, however, stated that he thought 
that the case should be argued.

The attorney told again 
the story of the killing, when Dally chopped 
his wife almost to pleces with an ax in the 
bed beside her enildren, one of which, a 
suckMng babe, was found on its moth- 
er’s breast when the officers of the 
law after arresting Daily on the street led 
him into the chamber where his wife lay 
dead. Mr. Bishop pictured Daily after he 
had killed his wife, inflicting a wound on 
himself for the purpose of conveying the 
idea that he had tried to commit suicide, 
As the Prosecuting Attorney had the 
closing argument tn the case to make he con- 
fined himselfin his first address to the story 
of the killing as told in tne evidence, 

MR. SPENCER’S SPEECH. 

Attorney 8. P. Spencer, for the defense, 
followed Bishop, and spoke for forty min: 
utes. He devofed his remarks chiefly in 
laying forcibly before the minds 
of the jury the testimony ofthe medical ex- 
perts, based onthe testimony of over thirty 
persons who were intimately acquainted 
with Dally. 

Spencer was followed by R. Graham Frost, 
the senior counsel in the case. Mr. Frost 
began his argument by reading 
to the jury an extract from 
the court’s instractions * the jury 
that if it was proven to them de- 
yond a reasonable doubt that Daily was 
insane at the time that he Killed his wife 
that they were to acquit him. Attorney 
Frost then made a stroug speech in support 
of the insanity plea, dwelling 
particularly on the testimony of 
the experts. It was 10:30 oO’ clock 
whep he concluded his argument. 

Attorney Bishop then began the closing 
argument. He proceeded to pick to pieces 
the testimony which had been given of 
every day acts of Dally tending to prove that 
he was insane. He read from the notes 
which he had taken of the evidence toshow 
upon what, as he termed them, 
absurd things some of the ersons 
based their opinions. He then called the 
attention of the jury tothe fact that the ex. 
pert’s opinions were based on the other 
testimony in the case. it was 11:05 o’clock 
when he had finished and the case was given 
to the jury. 

ACQUITTED HIM. 

After being out a short time the jury re- 
turned a verdict acguitting Daily on the 
ground that he was insane when he com- 
mitted the deed and was still insane.

Her battery is much 
more powerful, as, in addition to four 9-inch 
20-ton Whitworth rifles, she carries six 52 
inch guns of the same pattern, while the 
Aquidaban has but four 70- pounders. 


The Riachuelo is accompanied by the Ben- 
jamin Constant, a new cruiser of 2,750 tons 
and 2,800- horse- power, Her battery is four 
6-inch rifles, eight 4-inch rifles and ten 
machine guns, She hag also four launching 
carriages for discharging fish torpedoes, and 
is capable of making fourteen Knots an hour. 

It is calculated that the Riachuelo and her 
consort will arrive of Rio in about ten days. 
— vessels are lu excellent condition, hav- 

ing just left tbe repairing docks at Toulon, 
and snovld be more than a match for any 
four of Mello's ships.

He Acted ts Attorney for Miss Rosa 
Loesch, to Whom Fr. Bernard Ross 
mueller Left His Fortuns to Be Used 
tor Oharity— How the Bequest Will 
Be Carried Out. 


One phase ofa very interesting case was 
settled by a jury in the County Court at Clay- 
ton yesterday afternoon. The trial paper 
was that of Henry Kortjohn, a St. Louie 
lawyer, against Mr.and Mrs. Barter, form- 
erly of Belleville, for $2,000 attorney’s fees 
which he claims is due him for services ren- 
dered defendants in settliug up the estate of 
Fr.

When the news of his death reached this 
country, no will could be found, ana 
Judge Benjamin Boneau of the St. 
Clair County Probate Court ap- 
pointed Dr. Julfus Cole of Belleville 
as administrator of the estate. Shortly after 
that Bishop Jansens of Belleville unearthed 
the missing will and presented it in the Pro- 
bate Court.

UNDER THE WHEELS. 


Thrilling Experience and Narrow Escape 
of Texas Immigrants. 


MCALESTBR,I. T., Oct. 14.—Miss Victoria 
Fargo, a young lady traveling with her 
parents from Missouri to Texas ina wagon, 
came near meetinga horrible death at the 
South Canadian railway bridge yesterday 
evening. When the family reached the river 
it was very highand they had to ferry the 
Wagons across, the family crossing on the 
railway. There were thirteen children and 
the father and mother, and wher they had 
got about the middle of the bridge a Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas freight train dashed around 
the curve at the rate of twenty- 
five miles an hour.

COMPROMISE TALE. 


Plans Proposed for the Settlement of 
the Fight. é 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—To-day has been 
pregnant with rumors of compromises and 
agreements on the silver question. That 
Senators presenting various factions had been 
together was an easily ascertained fact, but 
the result of those conferences is 


in many cases a matter of pure conjecture. 
Still, enough is known to lead to the conclu- 
sion that mutual concessions were made, and 
the statements of Senators justify the hope 
that before next week shail have passed into 
history there will be a forward movement 
toward a settlement of the question that has 
| Deen vexing the Senate and the American 
people. 

Just whatthe compromise will be cannot 
be sald, butthe idea that meets with most 
favor contemplates the following provisions: 
The repeal of the Sherman act to take place 
four years hence, the purchase of 
silver bullion being meantime cou- 
siderably reduced, n amendment 
to the law of 1875 authorizing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to Issue bonds, that such bonds 
shall be redeemed five years from date, and 
that the interest shall not exceed 3% per 
cent. The retirement of all treasury and 
other notes under $10in value when they shall 
comeinto the Treasury in the ordinary 
course of business and the substitution there- 
for of silver certificates or coined silver, the 
bullion now in the Treasury and the selgnor- 
age to be coined for this purpose. 

The substitute for the Wilson repeal Dill 
which Senator Cockrel) and other Demo- 
cratic Senators are trying to get in such 
shape as will command for it the approval 
ofthe Democratic party in the Senate has 
not yet been completed, butit has gone far 
enough to justify the reiteration of the state- 
ment that will in all likelihood take the 
shape of an extension of the present law 
until the Ist of July, 1895, and the confirma- 
tion of authority to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to issue bonds under the act of 


885. 

The latter law is, however, to be modified 
so as to provide that these bonds shall draw 
only 3 percent interest, whereas issuance is 
authorized at 4, 442 and 5 per cent interest. 
There are five or six of tue repeal men who 
will probably never give their assent to the 
proposition, and the extreme silver men on 
the Democratic side will accept it with re- 
luctance, but the indications now are that a 
sufficient vote will be obtained to put the 
measure through if notinside of the Dem- 
ocratic party, then from among the Senators 
on the Republican side.

FOXY SILVERITES. 


The Minority Proves Too Shrewi forthe 
; * ‘ Ranacioar4 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 14.—The tangle 


which the Senate finally found itself in last 
night, and which resultedin the adjourn- 
ment of that body at 2 o’clock this morning, 
and another victory for the anti-repealers, 
was the outcome of a cleverly laid plot, 
originated by Senator Dubois, and executed 
through the helpof Senator Teller. 

The silver men knew that ona roll call 
where pairs would have tobe recognized, 
the repeal members would not be able 


to obtain a quorum, though on a call of the 
Senate, in which pairs can be violated, a 
quorum was present. The difficulty then bo- 
came to obtain a roll call. Senator Teller 
examined the rules and discovered what 
proved to bea successful manner of bring- 
ing about the desiredend. Itis arule of the 
Senate thatexcept by unanimous consenta 
public document cannot be read in 
that body if it has been previously read. Mr. 
Telier, (uring a call fora quorum, explained 
hisviews toMr. Peffer, whowas speaking. 
A few moments later, Mr. Peffer, from the 
mass of manuscript that he had on his desk, 
resurrected a public document and began to 
read it with wreat deliberation. Immeda- 
lately, Mr. Teller was on his feet and ob- 
jected tothe reading. He ralsed a point of 
order against the reading and, after some 
debate the chairmain gave his decision, from 
which an appeal was taken anda roll-call 
ordered. ‘his was what the silver men 


were looking for and, on the roll-call, it was 
found that no quorum was present. 

It was then that the repeal men stepped 
into another trap. Mr. Vilas tried to force 
Mr. Dubols to vote and a long debate ensued. 
An effort was made to take a vote that the 
Senate should not excuse Mr. Dubois from 
voting, and on this roll call another lack ofa 
quorum was developed and the Senate was 
forced to adjourn. The nding question 
now becomes an effort to have Mr. Dubois 
vote, and it is the intention of Mr. Vilas to 
have Mr. Dubois censured. This,itis stated, 
will bring out a nice constitutiona! question, 
which will develop a debate which the silver 
men claim will last for a month at least. 

At the hour of adjournmentit was said that 
there had been a cabinet meeting on the 
donate situation, and that a compromise 
proposition was agreed on to be offered by 
one Of the repealsSenators. It includes, as 
did the Harris amendment, provision for 
the coinage of the silver seignorage in the 
Treasury amounting to $53,000,000 and there- 
after the purchase of 3,000,000 ounces a month 
until 90,000,000 ounces have been purchased. 
Ibis will carry the purchase of silver over 
the expiration of Mr. Cleveland’s term, a 
condition the silver men insist upon, and re- 
lieve the Treasury during the coinage of the 
seignorae, eignhteenimonths, of further pur- 
chase of bullion, besides making the bullion 
socoined an available Treasury asset. To 
meet the demands of the East, a proposition 
for the issue of a hundred miilion dollars of 
8 per cent bonds is included.

HE INTERESTINGLY ABOUT THE 


LD’S FAIR ART EXHIBIT. 
2 


It Has Shown That as Landscape Paint - 
ers the Americans Are Unsurpassed— 
The United States Display Interested 
Him Most—How He Paints. 


William Henry Howe, artist, who has fora 
number of years made Paris, France, his 
residence, returned a day or two ago to St. 
Louis, his old home. Mrs. Howe came with 
him and the two are stopping for a few days 
atthe house of Mrs. Jaminet, 8853 Washing- 
ton boulevard. Fromthiscity they will go 
toNew York, where Mr. Howe will opena 
studio and in the future reside. 

It is thirteen years since Mr. Howe left 
St. Louis, but he and his paintings 
are well remembered here. Some of his 
works are now on exhibition at Chicago 
and others still may be seen among the ex- 
hibits in the Art Department at the St. Louis 
Exposition. They are all pictures of animals, 
as the artist’s specialty is animal life, cattle 
being his favorite study, Mr. Howe is one of 
the few artists who does not like to talk 
shop,’’ at least not within hearing of report- 
ers, and fora man who has attained promi- 
nence is strangely reticent upon the subject 
upon which his long experience in the art 
centers of European countries renders him 
well qualified to talk most interestingly. 

AMERICAN LANDSCAPES. 

„1 don’t think,“ said he toa Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter yesterday, ‘‘that artists 
ought to discuss for publication the works of 
individuals or individual pictures. It may be 
well for critics to do that, but it doesn’t look 
well for a professional.’’ 

Avoiding personal allusions and the sing- 
ling out of pictures for discussion, the re- 
porter asked Mr. Howe for an opinion of the 
art display at the World’s Fair in Chicago, 
where he has spent several weeks since his 
return to America. I[t isa magnificent dis- 
play, he said, and if you want to know 
what phase of it interested me most I’ll tell 
you it was the American exhibit. If the Fair 
(floes not show the American people that they 
are in the first rank in landscape painting 
then their observation is very different from 
mine. The exhibit is a great credit to this 
country and has been a surprise to 
European connoisseurs. Of course it 


is such an extensive collection that 
there are many paintings which 
afford grounds for criticism, but there are 
good and bad pictures in every very large 
display. Taken all through, I think the 
American exhibit the best at the Fair. It 
may be thatItakethis view because being 
unfamiliar with the works of American 
artists on this sideof the Atlantic I found 
them most interesting, and was therefore 
more pleased withthem than with those of 
the countries of Europe. But at all events 1 
spent almost all my time in the Amert- 
can Department of Art while | was in Chi- 
cago.’”’ 

n what line do the American artists es- 
pecially excel?’’ 

In landscape painting, as I intimated at 
the outset. In this kind of work I think they 
are decidedly ahead We have some of the 
best painters in landscape,and many of them 
have international reputations. For in- 
stance! think that George Ennis of New 
York, is perhaps, the best landscape painter 
in the world. Then there is Tryon whose 
reputation in America is as great as 
D' Aubigny’s in France. I must confess 
though thatlam not authority on American 
tits. and muavo wool aur SU tons tual 
nx Of them I do not know, although

STRIKING IN ORIGINALITY. 
**Originality,decidedly. Some of the paint- 
ings on exhibition are remarkable for that 
and all through the collection the trait may 


be observed, and that is what makes the 
American collection so attractive, You see 
So many new ideas that you do not tire. In 
most exhibits you find the same ideas worked 
over s0 many times that you wish for some- 
thing out of the usual channe!s.’’ 

The artist evideutly did not think that the 
laity inthiscountry appreciated this excel- 
lence among the home artists, for he ex- 
pressed some impatience at the taste dis. 

layed by the visitorsto the Fair, who over- 
ooked the most original pictures and spent 
their time gazing at time-worn subjects. ‘I 
saw more people looking ata picture called 
‘Breaking Family Ties’ than were exam- 
ining the works of the greatest merit. I 
dont even know the artist who painted it, 
but there is nothing in the subject that is 
new. It is a picture of a mother 
and her boy. The son is just about to leave 
home, and the painting is a representation 
of the parting scene. That idea has been 
done hundreds of times. Let I have heard 
many people talking about the picture since 
ITleft Chicago, and Jam astonished that it 
attracted se much attention.’’ 

Speaking of other exhibits Mr. Howe said 
thatthe Exposition had caused very little 
interest ian the arc world of Paris 
and that the French were not well 
represented. When asked what was 
the cause of this apathy among 
the pro verbially enthusiastic Frenchmen, he 
Said, that it was because France had such 
big men that it was not worth their while to 
exhibitinthis country. ‘*They have world 
wide reputations already and have won all 
the laurels that they care for. ‘‘he great 
artists of France have more work than they 
can do now and get their prices for their 
paintings. What would bethe use of their 
coming over to America to show what they 
can do? 

**Germany has a fine display at the Fair, 
but for my part 1 don’t like the German 
school. Holland and Engiand also have 

collectlons and many other coun- 
tries are well represented, and the Art 
Department is altogether a great display. 

HOW HE PAINTS. 

Mr. Howe was asked about his own work 
and said that it was all done from nature, 
painted the Norman Bull from life. The 
bull was in a stable ona street near where I 
lived and I went there every day. That is 
the French method.

The Court sustained the demurrer, where- 
upon atthisterm of court the matter was 
presented to the Grand-jury, which body re- 
turned a true bill for the same charge of hav- 
ing fraudulently conveyed his property. 

On the civil judgment obtained against 
Brage for Mrs. Donahue in 1832, 
and which was appealed to the Court 
of Appeals and affirmed by the 
Court of Appeals, a levy has been 
made upon the residence property conveyed 
by Bragg to Hubbard and it is advertised to 
be sold upon the 23d inst.

The week in realestate circles has been a 
busy one despite the cry of tight money and 
hard times. The sales of the week have been 
heavy, andamong them are some very sig- 
nificant deals, Yesterday’s au sale 
of lots in McRee place a 
marked success. All the property of- 
ferea was soid at prices that 
average 10 per cent above those o od at 
last spring's sale.

The reason far this rapid enhancement is 
the fact that the terminus of the Olive street 
cable as an Olive street line is at the inter- 
section of Olive street and Boyle avenue and 
that the patrons of the line west of Boyle 
and north of Olive street cometo Boyle and 
Olive streetto board their cars and get off 
therein golng home.

“DENISON, TEX., Oct. 14.—About a year ago 
a notorious character named Dick Edeards 
alias Bill Leroy was arrested in Superior, 
Wis., on the charge of having committea 
the mysterious women murders in this city.

It has been thought that the Denison mur- 
Gers were committed by the same person 
who committed the series in Austin and at- 
tacked two giris in Gainesville, The first 
Denison murdeg,was that of . Hattie G. 
Haynes, wife of Dr. W. . Haynes. The. 
murder occurred at 12:20 p. m. Tuesday, May 
17, 1892, and the body was not found until an 
hour later. Mrs. Haynes, in company 
with her mother, Mrs. J. D. Garner, and 
a little niece, attended an entertainment at 
the Woodward treet Methodist Church 
Tuesday night, ile Dr. Haynes, in com- 
pany with a number of prominent citizens, 
was present atthe Elks’ initiatory exercises 
which took place at the Odd Fellows’ Hall. 
When the church entertainment was closed, 
Mrs. Haynes’ mother and niece took a rapid 
transit train for home, arriving there about 
10:20. The Haynes and Garner residences are 
in the same park, and on reaching the gate 
Mrs. Haynes remarked as she saw a light in 
her residence that she was giad the doctor 
was home, and walking with her mother to 
her 4j home left for her residence, 
which is only about 60 feet to the south. 

What followed can only be surmised, for 
that was the last seen of her alive. A few 
minutes after leaving her mother Mrs, 
Haynes was heard to 8cream by Mr. and Mrs. 
Garner and niece, as they were the only 
known persons about the premises, and 
rushing over to her residence, the ms 
were found brilliantly lighted, but no one 
near, Suddenly pistol shots rang out upon 
the air in a southwest direction from the 
house. Mr. Garner gave the alarm 
to a neighbor who resides in Lit- 
ginger residence, a few hund yards 
away. A search with lanterns was in- 
stituted in the woods and pasture south of 
the house. The alarm soon spread and the 
search was prosecuted by about half a dozen 
citizens, and in something like an hour and a 
half W. W. Bostwick discovered the body 
about 800 feet from the house at the foot of a 
very rugged hill. 

While searching parties were engaged; in 
the hunt forthe murderer of Mrs. Haynes 
about 12:80 two pistol shots in rapid succes- 
sion were heardin front of the bagnio of 
Mme. Lester, and Maud Kreamer an inmate 


Of the house, fell back in the chair in which 


she was sitting, mortally wounded with two 
bullet holes through the body just below 
the waist. Half a dozen people were sit- 
ting around in the pariorandon seeing the 
woman lose her upright position they 
rushed to ber assistance, knowing fall well 
from her action that she had been the target 
for some one’s death aim. 
were pronounced fatal. 

Before the physician haajfinished dressing 
the woman a man dashed into the rear of 
the house and exclaimed: 

**Rose Stewart has been assassinated in her 
room at the house on the hill. 

Sure enough, in another bagnio on Craw- 
ford street lay Rose Stewart, an inmate, 
upon a bed, bieeding from a wound that had 
been inflicted by a pistol bullet passing 
through her body. The shot that struck her 
had been fired through a window. 

Before the nowterrified inhabitants could 
realize the cause, another report came of the 
murder of Miss Floristine Hawley. Ina lit- 
tle brick house at 207 West Morton street was 
lying another victim of the assassin’s work, 
Miss Hawley, aged 20. 

**T’i) kill you because you are so pretty,“ 
he said.

A noise in another room frightened the 
fellow and he started to run towards the

Both sisters, terribly frightened, sprang 
outof bed.

She had 
a faint recollection of the attack and thought 
she had seenthe man who did the work in 
the yard instead of in her bed- room. It was 
thought probable that he dragged her into 
the yard and for some reason returned her to 
her bed, where she was found.

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TRUE BILLS RETURNED BY THE 
UNITED STATES GRAND JURY. 


Acoused of Signing for a Client’s Mai), 
Upening His Letters and Appro- 
priating the Contents—An Elevator 
Boy Charged With Forging a Signe- 
ture to a Money Order—Ignored Bills. 


| The Onited States Grand-jury made its 
final report in the United States District 
Court yesterday and was discharged. One 
of the true bills sent in was against Philip V. 
Taylor, charged with forging and passinga 
forged United States obligation. Tayloris a 
well-known lawyer ofthis city, who might 
have been expected to know better than to 
trine with United States statutes. During 
the month of August, Frank Fleck, an en- 
gineer who had deen employed on Gov- 
ernment works at Little Rock, Ark., came to 
St. Louis and while seeing thecity was ar- 
rested for a trivial offense and locked up at 
the Four Courts. Heengaged Taylor as an 
attorney and agreed to pay him if he would 
secure his release. While Fleck was locked 
up Taylor received his mail, and one day a 
letter came which contained a check for $14 
drawn dy an agent of the government in 
favor of Fleck. Taylor indorsed the check, 
Signing Fleck’s name, and cashed it. His 
Gefense before the United States Commis- 
sioner was that Fleck had authorized him 
not only to receive his mail, but to attend to 
all matters needing attention. He was sent 
on to the Grand-jury, and will now have to 
stand trial. 

An indictment against John Dennison 
charges him with selling unsta mped tobacco. 
Dennison had for years been an employe of 
the Drummond Tobacco Co., and it was dis- 
covered that he had been in the habit of 
smuggling tobacco out ofthe warehouse and 
selling it to relatives. Asthe packages were 
not stamped it was decided to prosecute him 
under the United States laws, and his indict- 
ment is the result so far. 

James M. Greenwood was indicted for hav- 
ing and passing counterfeit coins. He was 
arrested in Stoddard County. Some of the 
money was found in his possession, but itis 
supposed that he had made away with the 
molds for making it, as they could not be 
found. 

AN ELEVATOR BOY INDICTED. 

Albert E. Ebbs, indicted for forging a sig- 
nature to money orders, an elevator boy 
who was employed ina Broadway building. 
He was intrusted with mall directed to a 
dermatologist who had her office in the 
building, and was arrested on a charge of 
having opened letters and signed several 
money orders which he afterwards had 
cashed at the Post-office. 

Samuel J. Brackett, indicted for sending an 
unmatllable postal card, isa dentist who, it 
is charged, violated the law by sending dun- 
ning postal cards through the mails. 

William J. Corrigan, indicted for emberz- 
ling and destroying letters, and stealing ar- 
ticles of value therefrom, was a sub 
letter carrier who was about to 
be promoted to be a regular 
carrier when it was discovered that letters 


that had passed through his hands had never 
deen delivered. A trap was set for him by a 
post-office inspector and, it is claimed, he 
fell into it. 

Austin E., alias ‘‘Rusty,’’ Evans, who 
wrote a letter to his married daughter in 
Philadelphia, charging her with not being 
married,was indicted for sending an obscene 
letter through the mails. 

Peter Pantopolis,a Roumantan, who was 
arrested at Fourth and Market streets, was 
indicted for making and having counterfeit 
coins. Theofficers found 5700 in counterfeit 
half dollars in his room on Fourteenth street. 
Walter Thorp was indicted for having and 
passing counterfeit coins. 

Other indictments were against Edwin 
Bruden, Harry Frantz, Edward Casteel, Gus- 
tave Hoenig, Jos. J. Hanna and six others 
not yet arrested for selling liquor without 
Iicense. Two indictments were returned 
against persons whose names were withheld. 
Henry Jones, a witness, was placed under 
bonds in $300 to appear before the District 
Court on Nov. 6.

THREE THOUSAND SEAMEN 
New War 


Wanted to Man Uncle Sam’s 
Vessels. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—A serious problem 
will soon confront the officialsof the Navy 
Department, which can be solved satis- 
factorily only by congressional action. A 
preliminary calculation, based upon the 
number of ships now building, shows that 
the navy will require at least 2,000 more 
sailors than the present legal limit in order 


to man the ships that will be ready to go 
into commission July 1, 1894. At least an- 
other thousand will be needed for the equip- 
ment of the vessels under contract to be fin- 
ished by July 1, 1894, though by that time 
several ships now on the active list will go 
out of commission. 

The present limit of the navy is 9,000 able - 
bodied seamen and apprentices, distributed 
about as follows: On ships now in commis- 
sion, 6,000; in coast survey, 250; in fish com- 
mission, 100; on receiving ships and stationary 
vessels, 850; on tugsand shore stations, 140; 
seamen under instruction, 50; ap ntices, 
750; on vessels repairing, 700. Total W,540. 

During the present fiscal year the folfewing 
vessels will be completed and put in commis- 
sion: The Maine, Tennessee, Amphitrite, 
Raleigh, Cincinnati, Olympia, Minneapolis, 
Massachusetts, Montgomery, Marblehead, 
Indiana and Columbia. These ships will re- 
quire 3,500 men to equip them for active ser. 
vice. From this number may be deducted 
about 800, that being the gain estimated for 
the current year by reason of the abandon- 
ment of old ships no longer fit for sea ser- 
vice. It will thus be seen that by theend of 
the fiscal year 1894 there will be required 
more than 2,700 seamen, in addition to those 
now in the navy, to enable the new ships to 
go to sea. 

But this is not all. There are six ships now 
under contract to be completed by July 1. 
1898. These ships and theiscomplements are 
The Texas, 825 men; Puritan, 180 
men; Monadnock, 150 men; Oregon, 875 men; 
Katahdin, 8 men, and Ericsson, 15 men. 
These ships will cause an additional draft of 
more than 1,100seamen, which must be met 
ifthe vessels are to be of any service. It 
will, therefore, be seen that nearly 4,000 more 
seamen will be required for the new ships 
within the next two = 

Secretary Herbert has not yet taken up the 
consideration of this important question, but 
it is understood in naval circles that the only 
Way out ofthe daificulty will be to request 
Congress to Increase the naval limit. It is 

robable that the Secretary will have to ask 

rat least 2,000 more seamen in the bill mak- 
ing appropriation for the navy for the fiscal 
year 18%, which will soon be in course of 
preparation in the House Naval Committee,

MEAN BUSINESS NOW. 


Smoke Inspectors Will Begin Prosecu- 
tions Against Offenders. 


Mr. L. D. Kingsland presided over a meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the Oiti- 
zens’ Smoke Abatement Association at the 
Mercantile Club yesterday. Among those 
present were Messrs. Geo. M. Wright, T. A. 
Meysenbderg, Robert Moore, S. M. Kennard, 
Clark H. Sampson, E. D. Meter, O. H. Huttig 
and E. L. Adreon. Mr. R. E. McMath, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvements 
anda member of the Advisory Board of the 
association, was also present. The meeting 
was called for the purpose of consid- 
ering a number of details in con- 
nection with the impending  prose- 
cutions under the smoke abatement ordi- 
nances, Mr. McMath exptained that his in- 
spectors had commenced a canvass of the 
Central District of this city and had alreacy 
got past Garrison avenue. Inthe course of 
a day or two they would make second visits 
and in cases where no action had been taken, 
serve a notice and prepare for filing informa- 
tion. The various processes of obtaining 
evidence were discussed and it was practi- 
cally decided that the association should 
engage an attorney without delay to assist 
the City Attorney. 

A general desire toabate the smoke with- 
out waiting for proeeedings was reported 

with a few exceptional cases where a denne 

latitude appeared likely to be assumed. The 
various devices were discussed and it was 
reported that four had madethe necessary 
application to the city foran official test. 
Three of these had been tested, and 
although cerlain defects were 
tioned in the reports the 

results were very satisfactory. Attention 
was drawnto the danger owners of boller 
plants incur in spending much money on 
abaters the owners of which declined to sup- 
mitthemto an official test. It was stated 
that the owners of some of these were taking 
advantage ofthe unsatisfactory features in 
the official reports, while they ignored the 
satisfactory ones, and it was also stated that 
a large number of engineers had decided not 
to countenance the use of any costly patents 
which had not been tested. The inspectors 
in going their rounds will regard the com- 
mencement of work on a tested abater 
as proof positive of a desire to obey the 
law, but they will not look so leniently 
upon smoking chimneys the owners of which 
have made contracts with untested device 
owners. Alarge number of these untested 
devices are, it was explained, decidedly in- 
ferior tothe inexpensive Post-DISPATCH de- 
vice, the efficacy of which was conceded 
though some question was raised as to the 
effect of its use on the consumption of coal. 

Reports will be issued ina few days show- 
ing the results of the official test and demon- 
strating how easy it is to abate smoke and to 
save expense in fuel by so doing. 

Kansas City is so gratified at the results al- 
ready achieved in St. Louis that it has de- 
cided to inaugurate a smoke-abating cam- 
paign and a communication was read ask- 
ing for advice and hints.

Money is scarce, the 
growers hard pressed for funds, and the de- 
sire to sell and dispose of the fruit some way 
was never so urgent. The past two years the 
orange growers lost money by holding too 
long and this fact coupled with the enormous 
yield strengthers the general desire to rush 
off the fruit. The markets are therefore 
pretty certain to goallto pieces soon after 
the fruit is fairly started to the various Cities. 
I can now buy all the fruitI want at $1 box 
fob, a fact or itself going to show that prices 
are going to open very low, and decline later 
with increased offerings.’’

President has ever been . so closely guarded 
from dangerous cranks as Mr. Cleveland 
now is. The precautions taken for his pro- 
tection are unprecedented. There seems to

House their Mecca. Two each day have 
called, on an average, to see the Chief Magis- 
trate during the last month. Mostof them 
are harmless, but a few are disposed to be 
violent, as was the fellow who recently de- 
manded the President’s chair, and declared 
his anxiety to settle the claim at once with 


Ordinarily it is very dificult for a crank to 
approach the President. Just now it 18 
practically impossible. Each visitor to the 
White House must undergo rigid scrutiny 
before being admitted. To begin with his 
appearance must satisfy the doorkeeper. 
Otherwise his business is demanded. In 
nineteen cases out of twenty a crank is recog- 
pizabie at the first glance. 

Passing under theeye of the Captain of 
the guards at the foot of the stairs, the caller 
goes up to the second floor and stops at the 
President’s door, where stands a Cerbreus in 
the person of a trusted employe named 
Loeffler. His orders being that only members 
of the Cabinet shall be admitted there is no 
chance to get by him. But the portal is 
further protected by an attendant named 
Davis, placed there within the last few days 


forthe express purpose of looking out for 


cranks. He isa policeman and carries a gun, 
which he would not hesitate touse if there 
was eccasion. 

SMOOTHED BY THE SECRETARY. 

But in the treatment of lunatics of all sorts 
at the White House the suavitor in modo 
is preferred to the fortiterinre. Loeffler re- 
fers the questionable visitor to Mr. 
Thurber on the plea that he alone possesses 
authority fo grant an audience with the 
President. So the crank, if he seems peace- 
able, is shown into the room of the Private 
Secretary. Thelatter is an expert in the 
treatment of such customers. He soothes 


them as skillfully as any mad doctor 
could,soothing their ruffied feelings and get- 
ting ridof them in nearly every instance 
without the slightest disturbance. If he 
should make a row, a touch of the bell would 
summon instant aid, and the offender 
would be-ejected.

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ONE OF FORT SMITH JAIL’S MOST NOTO- 
RIOUS PRISONERS. 


The Romance of His Courtship and Mar- 
Triage to a Missouri Girl—He First Saw 
Her on a Train That His Gang Was 
Plundering—The Killing of Deputy 
Marshal Wilson. 


ForT SMITH, Ark., Oct. 14.—On Monday 
morning one of the most noted prisoners 
among the many murderers and desperadoes 
confined In the Fort Smith jail will be tried 
for His lite. The prisoner is Henry Starr, the 
half-breed Cherokee bank and train robber. 
The specific charge upon which he is to be 
tried on Monday is the killing of Deputy 
United States Marshal Floyd Wilson in the 
Indian Territory on the 12th of last December. 

Starr is about 22 years old. His mother lives 
at Nowata, I. T., and his father is dead. His 
first grievous offense against the law was 
selling whisky to Indians. Then he helped to 
rob the express office at Nowata. It was 
while in the pursuit of Starr with a warrant 
for his arrest for the express robbery that 
Marshal Wilson met his | wo 

It was an exciting é¢ncounter. Marshal 
Wilson was accompanied by Deputy Dickey. 
They were on Starr’s trall to his havint on 
Wolff Creek in the Territory. Wilson mad a 
Winchester rifle and Dickey had a Winches- 
ter repeating shotgun to be able to work 
long of short rnngeas the need might be. 
Failing to find starr they went to the X. U. 
ranch on California Oreek, six miles from 
Lena pah, and lay there Monday and Tues- 
day mornings in hiding. At 1 o' clock Tues- 
day, Dec. 12, they saw Starr going in a south - 
easte direction. Wilson mounted the only 
saddled horse and went after Starr, leaving 
the manager ofthe ranch to saddle a horse 
for Dickey, who followed as fast as he could. 
Wilson ran Starr for a mile and both dis- 
mounted, but Starr, seeing Dickey coming 
up, mounted again. 

Wilson pressed him close and he again dis- 
mounted forafight. The Marsha) fired one 
shotand then his Winchester hung and he 
Was powerless. Before Dickey cOuld get in 
range with his shotgun Starr had fired five 
shots into Wilson’s body. Starr fired the 
last three shots in his rifle at Dickey , who 
fired back at him twice. Then the desperado 
snatched the dead marshal’s gun and tried 
to make it work, but could not. Both Starr’s 
and Dickey’s horses ran away during the 
battle, which was fought on foot, and Starr 
caught Wilson’s horse and fled, unarmed, 

ave for his six-shooters. Dickey, who had 
been partially crippled by his horse, tried to 
open fire on the man with the disabled Win- 
chester, but could do nothing. He took his 
comrade’s body to Coffeyville. 

Many crimes have been imputed to Starr 
since the killing of Wllson. The most not- 
able one was the robbery of the Caney Valley 
Bank at Caney, Kan., on the 27th of last 
March. Starr and a Delaware Indian named 
Ed Newcomb rode into Caney at 2 o' clock in 
tho afternoon of the date mentioned. After 
dis mounting a block away from the Caney 
Valley Bank and hitching their horses, the 
two bandits, armed with Winchesters, pro- 
ceeded up the street and entered the hank at 
the front door. They wore no masks, and 
walking up to the counter boldly ordered the 
men behind the railing to hold up their 
hands. There were in the bank at the time 
Cashier P. S. Hollingsworth, Teller Harry A. 
Scurr, Mr. McEnery and a customer who was 
transacting some business with the institu- 
tion. 

Harry Scurr, the teller, Jumped into the 
vault and pulled the door shut, but the rob- 
bers threatened to kill Cashier Perry Hol- 
lingsworth unless the door was opened. 
Scurr then came out. Mr. McHenry, Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank, was in the 
private office of the Valley Bank, and when 
one ofthe robbers appeared in front of him 
with arevolver McEnery thought he wasa 
drunken Indian, and got ont ofthe room to 
escape him, but found his friends holding up 
their hands. 

One of the bandits covered the banker with 
his gun, and the other coolly proceeded to 
gather up all the money in sight. 

The rovbers had a sack with them and 
placed the money in it, $400 being in silver. 
After securing the money the bank offictals, 
McEnery and the customer were driven into 
a rear yard of the bank, which is enclosed by 
a high board fence. They were locked in and 
and rode off just as the citizens of the town 
realized what had been done. Starr and his 
confederate got $2,000 In this haul. 

Many other bank robberies are charged 
against the gang ofwhich Starris the re- 
puted leader. There is evidence to show 
that he was one ofthe men who held up the 
Santa Fe train at Pryer Creek. This gang is 
also held responsible for the bank robbery at 
Bentonville, Ark. 

Starr Was captured at Colorado Springs on 
July 2, and with him one of his most desper- 
ate confederates, Kid Wilson. Starr and 
Wilson and Starr’s wife were stopping at the 
Spauiding House at the Springs, registered 
as Krank Jackson and wife and John Wilson 
of Joplin, Mo. 

The identity of the desperadoes was learned 
through the treachery of one of their sup- 
posed friends, und the men were taken into 
custody ,though six officers had a hard time to 
make the arrests, A search of the room Starr 
occupled was made, and under the pillow 


never been used, and $500 in gold was found 
in a valise. They were brought to Fort 
Smith a few days afterward, 

There is quitea romance in the story of 

how Starr won his wife. She is a Missouri 
girl, and formerly lived at Jop'in. At the 
time of the train robbery at Pryor Creek in 
Auxust of last year, as the story is told, Starr 
remained on the platform of the first coach, 
while his men were securing the availabie 
cash. While he was standing therea young 
girl, wild with terror, jumped off the car 
and ran away into the darkness. ‘The train 
was delayed but about half an hour by the 
bandits, and at the endof that time Starr 
and his men were upon their horses and rid- 
ing furiously away through the woods. 
When some distance away from the scene of 
the robbery they came upon a girl, who 
seemed crazed by fear. The robbers stopped 
and Starr recognized the waif as the girl he 
had seen jump from the train. He took her 
on his horse to the camp of the outlaws. The 
captive, Who gave her name as Mary Smith 
of Joplin, Mo., learned to like the bandit 
leader, but after being in camp some days 
Starr was apprised that a pursuing posse 
was close at hand and he resolved to restore 
Mary to her friends. He sent one of his men 
with her toa railway station and she shortly 
after arrived at her home ia Joplin. Before 
leaving him Starr told her that he would go 
to Joplin and marty her. To this she con- 
sented, and a few weeks afterwards the out- 
law wept to South Missouri to claim his 
bride. He had but little difficulty in finding 
her, and after gaining the consent of her 
parents, he was married to her under the 
name of Frank Jackson.

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The crowds before the bulletin windows bf 
the Post- Dispaton last week reading the lat- 
est information from the yacht race, did not 
realize what lve arrangements were 
made to secure newsand the ample re- 
ports published in the paper each day within 
an hour of the close of each race. 

Bulletins arrived from the points on the 
Jersey Coast where observers were stationed 
watching the craft through glasses and wir- 
ing the result. But arrangements were also 
made for getting the news from on board the 
yachts from within hailing distance. To do 
this a special tug was cbarterea by the 
EVENING WoL pb andthe St. Louis Post-Dts- 
PaTCH and sent down the bay. On board 
were three cotes of homing pis- 
eons—the best trained birds obtainable— 
a force of reporters with olled flimsey and a 
photographing party. As each point was 
noted from the tug a pigeon was released and 
soared away to Iomkinsville. No time was 
lust in forwarding the news to the Pulitzer 
Building. Amoment later it was flashing 
over the wires to the Posr-Disrarcuh office. 
Circumstancés enabled the WorLD to pre- 
sent an extraordinary example of quick 
newspaper photographic work. 

For the first time in history a photograph 
of the two yachts, Vigilant and Valkyrie, as 
they crossed the starting line with sails set, 
was reproduced in the colamns of the WORLD 
within an hour after the race was won. A 
copy of the paper was at Bay Ridge awaiting 
the arrival of the rival yachts before either 
the Vigilant or Valkyrie had reached the 
shore. The thousands of sightseers who 
went down the bay on the day of the first 
race saw this photograph in an aigernoon 
edition of the: WorLD as soon as theifexcur- 
sion boat landed at the pler on their home- 
ward trip. 

The photograph was taken from the 
WoORLD's tug, which followed the yachts 
over the course, and which did not return to 
the city untilthe race was over. No pneu- 
matictubes are in existence between the 
WORLD Office and the lower bay, and no mes- 
senger boys could be used tocarry the pho- 
tograph from the floating studio to this city. 
Even a fast steam tug could not have done 
the work in time. 

Without the services of one particular car- 
rier pigeon who rejoices in the honorable title 
of 8 Summers the newspaper readers of 
New York could not have seen a photograph 
of the start of the yacht race before they 
went home to dinner. This is what they did 
see, and this is the way the feat was accom- 
plished. 

From an early hour in the morning, long 
before the race slarted, pigeon after pigeon 
had been released from the WORLD tug and 
had brought its message to the newspaper 
office to be printed and in the hands of 
readers on the street twenty minutes later. 
As the two yachts crossed the line a photog- 
rapher on the WoRLpD’s tug pointed his 
camera at them and secured a negative. This 
camera is ofaépecial design and ,differs in 
shape from all others. 

A dark room had been fitted up onthe tug 
and in ten minutes the silver print was de- 
veloped. It was only a flim negative, very 
light, but bearing a perfect photograph. 
This négative was tightly roiled in olied 
paper o prevent its being scratched or 
otherwise injured, and then it was ready for 
Capt, Summers, who, eager to wing his 
way homeward, was cooing impatiently for 
release. 

The old-fashioned style of attaching the 
message to the pigeon’s neck gave way in 
modern times to a fastening witha silken 
cord to one ofthe, legs. It was found that 
this was nota good method. When a pigeon 
is flying hign and fast it tucks its legs under 
the beast feathers to lessen the resistance of 
theair. The carrier pigeons employed in 
newsgathering by the WORLD have the mes- 
sages attached to the middle of the tail 
feathers. 

So Capt. Summers’ tail was spread, and 
the precious roll containing the photograph 
was securely fastened with finesilk to the 
middle leather within an inch of the end. 
Soaring heavenward tte brave bird poised 
fora moment on outstretched pinions, high 
above the ocean swell, and then darted 
straight and swiftasan arrow for the dark 
arch on the horizon that marked the heights 
of Staten Island and its journey’s end. 

When the bird reached the loft at Tomp- 
Kinsvillea Mond artist quickly took the lit- 
the roll trom itstail feathers and speedily 
made a pen and ink sketch of the negative. 
A special tug carried a messenger with the 
sketch to the Battery, and a cab hurried 
them both to the Pulitzer huliding. Here the 
sketch was photographed upon zince 
etched, routed, blocked and placed in the 
form with a complete story of the race, 
which by that time had arrived in brief mes- 
sages carried by other pigeons direct and via 
Tomkinsville, and had been forwarded to 
the Post-DISPATCH. 


A LONG SEARCH. 


Many Years Hunting for Murderer 
Rooney and Still on the Trail. 


NEW YorK, Oct. 14,—Capt. Wm, S. Devery 
of the Eldridge Street Police Station hasa 
murder case that he has been working on for 
many years. He is still on the trall and in- 
tends to follow it up until he captures the 
murderer, if it takes a dozen years more. 


It is the Rooney case, he said the other 
day. ‘‘Thomas Rooney was a street-sweeper 
and lived at No, 407 West Thirty-ninth street. 
On Christmas Day, 1880, there was a carousal 
inthe tenement. The Rooney family took 
part. There was a general row, and after it 
was over old man Rooney was found dead on 
the floor, his throat cut from ear to ear. We 
were told that he committed suicide. There 
was evidence of a struggle, however, and 
the razor with which the deed was committed 
could not be found. In the fire place was 
found an old pair of shears with blood on 
them, but it was evident that they had been 
placed there witha purpose. 

he old man was buried in unconsecrated 
ground. Felix Rooney, a son, attended the 
funeral. The next day he was gone. In less 
than a month there was a grand family row. 
The niece of Mathew Rooney, another son, 
denounced Felix as the murderer. The whole 
family, except Folix, were arrested. Then 
the story of the murder came out. Joseph 
Rooney had thrashed his father. The old 
man had gota knife and started for Felix, 
who slashed his throat witharazor. Felix’s 
sister Julia saw him doit. 

‘*\ atthew tried to borrow a knife from his 
mother and sister to place near the body to 
make it look like a case ofsuicide, but the 
scepter of an unhallowed grave arose and 
they wouldn’t lend him any assistance. He 
found the scissors and threw them inthe 
fireplace after covering them with blood. 

‘*Felix, after hiding for several nights in a 
house in Mott street, rollowed the canal tow- 
path. He was traced to Trenton, and from 
one State to another. Then he was heard of 
on a coast trader leaving a South 
ern port, but the information came 
too late to intercept him. One 
year later he came to this city on 
a schooner from the brick yards up the Hud- 
son. The schooner had sailed before we got 
on the track. Being a wildcat, her destina- 
tion was not known. On another occasion 
Felix spenta night in bis mother’s house, 
He had a narrow escape from being caught 
that time, 

A few weeks ago a patrolman brought in 
a man suffering from deliriam tremens. 
During bis ravings he said that Felix Rooney 
was in town, and told where to find him. [ 
chased all over the place, but didn’t find 
him. However, I am confident that I shall 
yet capture him.

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MJ THE PRISONER'S UNCLE ONCE DID THE 
* ATTORNEY A FAVOR. 
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It Is Claimed That Nellie Russell, Wife 
No. 2. Was Already the Wife” of 
Charles F. Worack When Trice Mar- 
ried Her—Under the Law This Does 
Not Excuse the Accused. . 


Ine of those rare cases ot gratitude came 
tolight the past week when Mr. Charles P. 
Johnson, the well-known criminal 
lawyer, announced himself as James 
B. Trice’s attorney. Trice was in- 
 @icted for bigamy last week by the 
St. Louis County Grand-jury which met in 
Ciayton. Trice came here from Kentucky a 
few years ago, started in as a fairly high 
roller and finally wound up as a barkeeper 
for the TWwWwo Johns’’ saloon near 
the Union Depot. It was always 
supposed that he was an unmarried man as 
nobody ever heard him speak of his wife. 
Shortly after coming to St. Louis he be- 
came acquainted with a woman known 
as Nellie Russell, The pair, who 
were on the Dest of terms, 
surprised the set in which they moved about 
the middie of last May by going to Clayton 
and getting married, Trice at the time being 
very drunk, he alleges. He celebrated the 
honeymoon ina very hilarious manner, and 
woke up one morning to discover that 
a very pretty and respectable lit- 
tle woman from Hopkinsville, Ky., 
was at the Four Courts asking for his arrest 
upon a charge of bigamy. Trice was 
arrested, and after sobering up de- 
clared he knew nothing of the second 
marriage. This made No. 2 mad, and she 
declared he was not drunk when she married 
him. Acounty warrant was issued against- 
him, and he was placedin jail at Clay 
ton. 

Bail was finally secured for him by his 
friends, and Trice ang wife No. 2 went to live 
together. In the meanime wife No. 1 
again appeared on the scene and 
No. 2 proceeded to vent her spite upon her. 
Trice, itis claimed, then quit No. 2and went 
back to his firstlove, whereupon No. 2 imme- 
diately took poison and had to have a 
stomach pump applied to save her life. 


nen Trice heard of this he became very 
arunk and came tothe conclusion that he 
ought to die and procured a bottle of 
laudanum with the alleged inten- 
tion of quitting the world. Somebody 
substituted licorice water for the laudanum 
which Trice took and then announced he 
to dle. He was taken 

Dispensary, the stomach pump 
applied and the joke discovered by the doc- 
tor. His bondsman, however, grew tired of 
the circus and surrendered him tothe Clay- 
ton authorities. Since then Trice has been 
in jail.

ON TRICE’S UNCLE’S ACCOUNT. 

The latter part of last week Mr. Johnson 
sent Trice word that he would act as his at- 
torney. This action on the part of 

the Governor was due totTrice’s relations, 
Judge John R. Grace, for twenty years 
Citcuit Judge of Christian County, Ky., be- 
ing his uncle. The reason of the attorney 
for taking up Trice's case was through his 
friendship for Judge Grace, who years ago 
befriended Mr. Johnson while he was in Hop- 
kinsville trying a murdercase. At the time 
the act of friendship was done Mr, 
Johnson sald that some day per- 
baps he might be in a position to 
return the kindness and when he was told 
that Trice was the nephew of Judge Grace he 
notified Prosecuting Attorney Mudd of St, 
Louis County that he was tTrice’s 
aitorney. It was 
following story came out. The 
woman who was married by Trice at Clayton 
in May, and who was known as Nelile Rus- 
sell, instead of being Nellie Russell was a 
a Mrs. Charlies F. Worack, it is alleged. It is 
claimed she had been married to a man of 
that name in July, 1888, by Judge Jeremiah 
Ryan of this city. When wife No. 1 discov- 
ered that wife No. 2 could not prosecute on 
account of being inthe same box as her tru- 
ant husband, she intereeded with Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Mudd of the county, telling him 
that wife No. 2 could not proceed against 
and because 
was legal wife. AS 
Prosecuting Attorney had the 
documentary evidence in both cases he said 
he could convict for bigamy and proposed to 
make the case. The point was then raised 
thatthe Russell woman being a married 
woman at the time she married Trice, there 
was no marriage. 
THE INTENT SUFFICIENT. 

The statutes of the State were searched and 
a clause relating to bigamy was unearthed 
which reads: Any person being atthe time 
a married person who shall marry another 
person, whether that person be married or 
single, shall be guilty of bigamy. 

Asthe Russell woman was depending on 
the fact that Trice was a married man 


to clear her of bigamy in case the charge 
was pushed against her, it left herin the 
same position as he when the law was 
brought forth. 

Trice, when seen in jail yesterday about 
Dis marital relations, laughed and said: 
‘*‘Mudd is doing this for meanness. The 
Russell woman was married; she can not 
prosecute. My real wife is satisfied, and 
comes to see me every few days and does not 
want to prosecute. So, how are they going 
to make a case? Johnson says he can clear 
me and I'm satisfied.’’ 

When asked how Mr. Johnson came to be 
his attorney Trice stated that it was through 
friendship for his uncle, Judge Grace of 
Kentucky, who had years ago befriended 
Gov. Johnson in some way while the latter 
was trying a murder case in Kentucky. 

Gov. Johnson, while admitting that he 
had volunteered to reciprocate for the favor 
done bim by Jt@ge Grace, refused to talk 
about the matter, excepttosay that Judge 
Grace was one man in 10,000 and he had only 
taken the opportunity to repay him fora 
kindness done years ago. He does not be-

When Bismarck learned that Count Caprivi 
had been appointed to succeed him as 
Chancellor he expressed no surprise, and the 
foliowing incident seems to show that he 
had been gifted with remarkable prevision 
on that subject. In1878he was on one oc- 
casionireturning from Friedrichsruhe to Ber- 
lin on the Hambure train, and at one of the 
stations Count Caprivi entered the train, be- 
ing also on his way back to Berlin. Some 
gentlemen of his acquaintance were con- 
versing with Bismarck, and at their sugges- 
tion he obtained an introduction to the Chan- 
cellor, who not only greeted him very kind- 
ly, but also gave hima seat in his private 
carriage and took other unusual pains to 
make himself agreeable. Alively conversa- 
tion sprangup between the two men, and 
when they parted it seemed as though they 
had kpown each other for years. Afew 
hours later, referring to this meeting, Bis- 
marck said to a gentlaman of his staff, I 
have often wondered who will be my succes- 
sor, but I have nolongerany doubt on that 
point, for I had a talk with the gentleman 
to-day.’’ 

Many of the Chancellor’s sayings are pecu- 
liarly characteristic of the man. He once 
wrote: All Frenchmen are like Favre. You 
can administer five and twenty lashes to any 
Frenchman if you will only make him a fine 
speech all about the freedom and human dig-

That 
deed gave him the Grand Cross, 

Service in Algeria followed, and he was 
made commander-in-chief of allthe French 
forces in that land. But Napoleon soon re- 
called him for more important work in the 
war with Austria, in Northern Italy. His 
great achievement there was on the Ticino 
near the bridge of Magenta. After a week of 
victorious progress, the French were unex- 
pectedly attacked by a superior force of 
Austrians. They held their ground for sev- 
eral hours, and then began to yield. Rut at 
the critical moment MacMahon, who had 
been detalled for otner duty, threw his plans 
ana instructions tothe wind and rushed into 
the battle with his troops with impetuous 
force, ina few moments took 7,000 Austrian 
risoners, and put the whole army to rout. 
n recognition of this splendid achievement 
the Emperor, on the very fleld of battle 
made him Duke of Magenta and Marshal of 
of France. 

At the coronation of William III. of Prussia 
in 1861 Marshal MacMahon was the represen- 
tative of the French Emperor. soon there- 
at er he sueceeded Canrobert as commander 
of the 3a Army Corps and then went back 
to Algeria as Governor-General.

All the efforts of friends to bring abouta 
reconcillation between Emperor William and 
the ex-Chancellor have failed. When a few 
weeks ago it was reported to the young ruler 
that the aged statesman was near death, he 
seemed deeply concerned, and sent the 
Prince a personal note, offering him the use 
of one of his castles, and urging that he be 
removed from Kissingen. To this Bismarck 
responded, thanking the Emperor, but de-

dreamed of excelling the great practical 
works ofthe ancients. Moreover he was a 
diplomat. Hewas accustomed to the atmos- 
phere of courts, and longago, for Ferdinand 
de Lesseps was then in middle age, he 
had learned Talleyrand’s maxim that lan- 
guage was given to man asa Vell with which 
to conceal his thoughts. 

De Lesseps had seen much of the 
world. He had seen the trickery of the 
courts and the barbarity of war. and he 
never failed to profit by all that he witnessed. 
His reputation had gone before him, and 
Said Pasha, who wished to replace the an- 
cient canal between the Mediterranean and 
the Red Sea, which had been permitted to fll 
up with sand after the downfall of the Ptole- 
mies, sent for him. It was a scheme that De 
Lesseps had considered already, and he and 
the Egyptian Viceroy were two men well 
met. 

The scheme aroused all the Frenchman’s 
enthusiasm and he gathered his tools and 
men and went towork. Many pgople laughed 
at De Lesseps. Some of his ow countrymen 
predicted disastrous fatlure. John Bull, in 
particular, frowned on the scheme. ‘ihe 
Englishman had been supreme so long in the 
East that ne did notlike tosee any other 
attempt a great work there. Least of all he 
expected the French, whom he regards as 
light and fickle, to succeed. He put De Les- 
seps down as a charlatan, and he wondered 
why the French would waste their money 
following such an unworthy leader. 

But De Lesseps and his Egyptian friends 
conquered all. The fellaheen were at his 
disposal, and there were plenty of people in 
France who Delieved in him to furnish 
money. 

All the varied powers of De Lesseps were 


exercised, The diplomat more than the en- 


man, expressed his admiration and pre- 
canoe to him the freedom of the city of Lon- 
on. 

It was about this time also that he married 
a young girl, and soon a numerous family 
began to grow up about him. His children 
added to the interest the public felt in him, 
and all sorts of pretty stories were told 
5 Paris of the old man and his youthful fam 
ily. 

After such a triumph and such flattery as 
thisthe fall ofDe Lesseps in the mud of 
Panama must seem doubly bitter. This man 
01 87 has been called a robber and aswindler 
by his own countrymen, anda court has 
found him guilty of the charges. Panama 
has been to him more than a failure in finance 
and engineering. When the investigators be- 
gan to probe in the mud of Panama and found 
much there that was rotten, inquisitive peo- 
ple went further back and asked How about 
Suez?’’ 

But the full trutn about Suez will never be 
ascertained. Just how many ofthe fellaheen 
perished in the digging of the canal none can 
tell. It happened too long ago, and there 1s 
no one sufficiently interested to begin an in- 
quiry, for Suez was a success, and courts do 
not investigate successes. And in the East 
they consider alaborer’slife a matter of 
smallmoment. Had Panama not falled no 
charge about the mannerin which Suez was 
dug might have ever been made, 

With the fallure at Panama the declino of 
De Lesseps began. Sucha fall perhaps could 
be witnessed nowhere except in France. 
The French put their heroes on pedestals, 
but they rarely place them so high that they 
remain there. The same public that raised 
them aloft by and by will tear them down, 
and the fate of De Lesseps is but one ofa 
long series in the annals of France.

MacMahon’s Career as ‘Marshal 
President of France. 


It was as Marshalof the Empire rather than 
as President of the Republic that MacMahon 
won renown anda place in the affections of 
the French people. He is credibly reputed to 
be a direct descendant of Brian Boru, that 
famous Irish King who conquered the Danes 
at Clontarf. At any rate the MacMahons 
have for many generations been a fighting 
race, and their names frequently occur in 
the French military annals, sharing in the 
disasters as well as the glories which at- 
tended the French arms, 

There is much romance connected with the 
story of the settlement of the Irish Mac- 
Mahons in France. Away back in the seven- 
teenth century, it is told, one Terence Mac- 
Mahon was a retainer of the famous house of 
Sarsfield. He owned a farm at Leadmore, 
County Clare, which had belonged to his 
ancestors for many years. But he was fallen 
in fortune, and was glad to serve the great 
Sarsfield. He had a son named Terence, and 
this son married Anne Clarke, a waliting- 
maid who had served the Castlemaines and 
had been brought to Ireland by Lord Tyrcon- 
nel. This couple went back to Leadmore to 
live. Of all their children only one, John, 
lived to growup; and as a companion for 
him they adopted a nephew, John Baptist 
MacMahon. 

These two lads were sent to France to be 
educated as physicians. 

Marshal MacMahon is the grandson of that 
John Baptiste MacMabon who became a

There were many reports in Paris that he 
Was a dotard; that his family concealed the 
truth from him; that, shut up in his house by 
his wife and ehildren he spent his time 
placidly there, still thinking that he was the 
man of Suez. 

For along time gossip was very loth to at- 
tack De Lesseps’ name. His reputation was 
too great, and then the spectacle ofa man in 
his old age, surrounded by almost a baker’s 
dozen of children, appealed soforcibly to the 
French that he remained for a while un- 
touched, even after the proof had been ob- 
tained against his associates at Panama. 
But by and by the eritics sought him out, 
too. They recalled that De Lesseps was a 
man ofthe world. He had grown up in the 
atmosphere of courts, at a time when the 
end was believed to justify the means 
always. 

He had been a skillful courtier under re- 
public, kingdom and empire and his enemies 
began to say he would have hesitated at 
nothing to securethe success of Panama. 
They charged, however, that while the 
thousands of French investors in Panama 
had lost all, De Lesseps and his son Charles 
had many million francs in the Bank of 
England. The family has denied this, but 
nevertheless it was usedasa potent instru- 
ment to manufacture public Opinion against 
the old engineer. 

This old man, sentenced to prison in his 
Ssth year, has had many triumphs in his life 
besides that of Suez, and his career of activ- 
ity equals Gladstone’s. 

De Lesseps was born at Versailles Nov. 19, 
1805, and began to learn men atan early age, 
for when he was 20 he was placed inthe 
French diplomatic service at Lisbon. 

At that period much corruption prevailed at 
all the European courts. The maxims of 
Talleyrand and Netternich were in full force, 
and the successful diplomat was the one who 
thought the cause of his King sanctioned 
anything. De Lesseps may have learned 
from those around him. 


Not long afterwards the young man saw 
something of war, for in 1828 he was trans- 
ferred to the Consulate at Tunis. When the 
French took Algiers it was his duty to secure 
the submission of the Bey of Constantine. 
While engaged in this African service he vis- 
ited Egypt, and three times was Consul- 
General at Alexandria. It was while at 
Alexandria that the idea of the Suez Canal 
came to him,

The Seasons fot Indoor and out Novel- 
ties Duly Set Forth.

because the cover is puffed, while this on 
most cushions is plain and trimmed with 
bows and frills. The foundation is of a plain 
stuffed roll (bolster) 15 inches long and 4312 
wide. A piece of figured silk 26 inches long 
and 4312 wide, in yellow and copper, red is 
used for the cover itself, which is finished 
off at each end witha stripe 13 inches long, 
of plain copper-color and then sewn to- 
gether. The stuff is gathered first along 


the two seams on the left side and turned 
over, then three times, leaving equal dis- 
tances. in the middle, and fittedtothe size 
of the stuffed roll, which is slipped in next 
and the puffs sewn down firm. he end 
parts made of plain silk are now gathered 
each 6% inches from the outer edge and 
along the same, being drawn in here quite 
tight but about 8 inches at the outer edge 
and fastened on the sloped-off ends of t he 
roll with the gathered parts. The roll ishung 
up with silk cord arranged as seen.
